West Branch, Ia., Aug. 21.—[{Spe- 

cial.}J—Herbert Hoover, after a day 
of reveling in the sentiment of boy- 
hood memories in this little village 
of his birth, stood before 15,000 lowa 
farmers and friends tonight and asked 
them to trust him to work out the 
problems of agriculture. 
With no new plan in mind beyond 
the prinicples of the Republican plat- 
form, and turning away definitely 
from any form of fee or tax on the 
farmer as proposed in the McNary- 
Haugen theory, Mr. Hoover is his 
own farm relief program. 

Simply, without a touch of drama 
except as he embodied a critical mo- 
ment in American history, with sin- 
cerity written in his voice and his 
brow, emotion welling to his eyes, he 
pledged himself anew to the welfare 
of the average home and cause of 
‘equal opportunity which lies at the 
base of his political philosophy. 

Proposes Federal Fund. _ 

One concrete proposal he did stress— 
that of an adequate federal revolv- 
ing fund, to be placed at the disposal 
of the farm industry and intelligently 
used in financing whatever measure 
of crop control is found necessary to 
stabilize prices. He also said that, if 
elected, he would ask ex-Gov. Lowden 


‘to be among the counselors for a farm 


solution. 

He was talking to a friendly yet 
critical audience, gathered under two 
huge circus tents in the school yard 
and sitting on the grassy banks out- 
side the white glare of the lights. It 
Was an lowa evening, scented with) 
the smell of the growing crops, for 
the corn was just beyond this field, 
and great sheaves of it were mingled 
with wheat and flowers in front of 
the platform where Mr. Hoover stood 
with hundreds of political notables and 
the friends of his early days. 

Parents’ Graves Near By. 

In the silences one could almost 
hear the crickets in the neighboring 
meadows. A few blocks away was 
the house where he was born. Across 
the street was what is left of the old 
Friends’ church, where he was taken 
as boy to find the inner light. Over 
the hill, under the cedars, where the 
echoes of this great political war meet- 
ing could be heard, were the graves of 
his mother and father and his Quaker 
forefathers. 

He saw it all today, and felt it all. 
Most of his address was devoted to a 
revival of the days when he found 
Loyhood sweet, when the farms were 
nearly self-sustaining. 

_ Farm .Changes in Fifty Years. 

“In a half century,” he said, “the 
whole basis of agriculture has shifted; 
we have improved seed and live stock, 
we have added a long list of mechan- 
ical inventions for saving labor; we, 
have increased the productivity of the 
land. And it has become a highly 
specialized business. There is no 
longer one industry called farming 
but in fact a dozen industries. — 

“A large number of occupations 
which were conducted on the farm in 
old days are now conducted in the 
factory. That is one reason why we 
have a decreasing proportion of our 
people on the farms. 

“By this revolution the American 
farmer has become enmeshed in pow. 
erful and yet delicate economic forcés 
which are working to his disad- 
vantage. 

‘Develops His Farm Idea. 

“In my acceptance speech ten days 
ago 1 made an extended statcinent 
upon the legislative proposals for re- 
lief to the agricultural industry which 
the Republican party has put forward 
in its platform.... 

“The federal farm board is to be. 
set up with the necessary powers and 
resources to assist the industry to 
meet not alone the varied problems of 
today, but those which may arise in 
the future.” 

He was cheered as he enlarged on 
his theme thus: 

“My fundamental concept of agri- 
culture is one controlled by its own 
members, organized to fight its own 
economic battles, and to determine its 
own destinies. Nor do I speak of or- 
ganization in the narrow sense of tra- 
ditional farm codéperatives or pools,

The Sacco-Vanzetti legend will have a cere 
monial occasion Aug. 23, the anniversary of the 
execution of the two by the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.

BRINGING MALARIA UNDER 
CONTROL, 


HE United Fruit company is bring- 
ing malaria under control, so far 
as its employés are concerned. 
This is the opinion of Dr. W. E. 
Deeks, general manager of the medical 
department. The many thousand em- 


main, on large banana plantations dis- 


the north coast of South America, and 
some of the Caribbean islands. If the 
United Fruit people can control malaria 
on their farms the job should be easy 
for any farmer or for any community 
in North America. In 1927 this company 
had nearly 30 per cent less malaria than 
in 1926. Malaria costs them more than 
any other dissare by long odds. 

The methods they use are as follows: 
1. Short radius sanitation. The grounds 
around homes are drained as far as is 
practicable; waters that cannot be 
drained are periodically dusted with a 
mixture of Paris green and road dust— 
in a few cases oil is used instead of 
Paris green. 

2. Daily inspection of all labor camps

hypodermically or by the mouth; for this 
purpose nothing equals quinine. How- 
ever, this drug has little ability to kill 
malaria’ parasites in the forms which 
cause chronic malaria; plasmochin is 
very effective in killing these parasites’ 
and in making the blood incapable of 
infecting mosquitoes. A very small dose 
of it, combined with quinine [one-third 
of a grain of plasmochin to ten grains 
of quinine], and given three times a day 
tor five days will cure most cases of 
malaria both in its acute and its chronic 
forms. Occasionally the course of treat- 
ment needs to be repeated. Plasmochin 
is not enttrely safe, but to get rid of 
chronic malaria is worth some risk.
